amendment is that, farm loans would 
necessarily be for a longer poriod than 
banks usually loan money, that, con- 
sequently, In cases of severe stringen- 
cy, if the assets of the bank consist 
of mortgage loans secured by real es- 
tate, the hank would l>e unable to con- 
vert its assets readily into cash :o 
meet, its obligations.

most of them, shrink themselves in 
their own good time, and to the wear- 
er's everlasting discomfort if they are 
not previously shrunk. Shrinkage re- 
quires 
twenty-four 
hours, or 
the 


goods will not be proof against short- 
ening. This thorough moistening can 
best be accomplished by soaking the' 
goods in a bathtub half filled with 
cold water. 
In the case of a whole 


dress length, the material should be 
placed in the water in its original 
tolds—as it came from the shop. Af- 
ter it has soaked the stated time it is 
hung out to dry, stretched as smooth- 
ly along the line as possible and sus- 
pended by the selvedge. By this pro- 
cess undue wrinkling is avoided, so 
that complete Ironing may not be 
necessary. 


It is absolutely necessary to shrink 


pique, galatea, coarse and 
heavy 


linens and the various linen substi- 
tutes, as well as any turn materials 
thatr have been filled with dressing. 


The softer weaves, such as cotton, 


voiles, batiste and handkerchief linen, 
do not require shrinkage and, in fact, 
are rendered almost impossible to the 
sewer if deprived of every particle of 
their original firmness. 


There is an exceedingly necessary 


little shrinkage "tip" that ought to 
be noised abroad for the benefit of 
the man}-—the previous shrinking of 
the skirt band for tub gowns. 


Whether broad linen or cotton tape 


he used, material like the gown, or 
white muslin to face the skirt band, it 
always must be well shrunk if the 
band measurement is to be consid- 
ered final.and the general hip lines 
of the skirt are not to be finally ill 
Btting. 
It is a very good plan to 


shrink a number of straight muslin 
strips or a roll of wide tape to keep 
in readiness in the sewing room.

A NEW LIQUOR LAW IN KANSAS. 


,For nearly thirty years Kansas has 


had a state prohibitory law, which 
makes it a felony to manufacture and 
sell for beverage all intoxicating 
litiuors except under certain provi- 
sions granted to drug stores that take 
out permits to sell liquor for mechani- 
cal, scientific and medicinal purposes. 


This law In actual operation has 


been of enormous blessing to the state 
and at the present time at least 100 
out of the 105 counties enforce the law 
as other laws are enforced, but, at 
the time the Ian- was passed, tho peo- 
ple thought liquor was necessary as a 
medicine. In actual fact, very many 
drug stores in Kansas have continued 
less as drug stores than as saloons in 
disguise, •handling a small stock of 
drugs on the side. 'The plea for liquor 
as a medicine is a specious one. It is 
not warranted by the needs of the 
case and the present .legisjature has 
just passed-a law taking .out of the 
hands, of' dnig stores the right to sell 
liquor even for medicine. This is a 
very drastic measure, and has sur- 
prised tho 
most 
rabid temperance

"The figure just found is for 329 arc lamps operating all night, every night, 


and also includes the, small quantity of incandescent lighting. The effect of'tlie 
latter load is negligible. We, therefore, have as the total cost per arc lamp per 
annum $98.84." 


There is here reckoned no deductions for outages of lamps, upon which, as 


we have seen, Fort Wayne has collected at the rate of $5.18 a year per lamp on 
its contract for street lighting. Neither is there any estimate of expenses for. 
services of city officials not directly connected with street lighting, for a propor- 
tion of the rent of city offices, or for litigation or other contingent expenses.like- 
ly to befall public service of any kind. It may not be- necessary to figure tipou 
these in Lincoln, but it would be in Fort Wayne. 


Mayor Browne, of Lincoln, has been fond*of boasting of the city's excursions- 


into the fields of private industry, and persons in sympathy with such aii atti- 
tude often pointed to Omaha as a horrible example of private monopoly. In Oma- 
ha, however, the arc lamps cost the taxpayers less than $65 each. 


Omaha is just twice as large as Fort Wayne, and has some two and a half 


times as many arc lights, besides iucandescents. 


The two cities of Omaha and Lincoln are but fifty miles apart, have practically-, 


the same freight rate on coal and scale of wages, while business conditions are 
similar. The private lighting contract rate in Omaha, while nominally $75, is so 
reduced because of certain tax and royalty deductions that today Omaha on coli- 
tract gets electric street lighting for about half what it costs Lincoln's city plant.

tions. Within small shacks beneath 
the ramparts were, found 
skeletons, 


their position showing that the people 
had been thrown In there while still 
living.

He and his 
brother Bartholomew tried to establish a settlement 
near the present city ot Colon, but were driven away 
by the natives. So Columbus went back to Spain and 
died without ever dreaming that he had found the 
connecting link of two vast continents and had been 
within forty miles of an ocean three times as broad 
as the Atlantic. 
To the navigators who followed 


Columbus the coast lines around the Caribbean Sen. 
were like the sides of a funnel, which drove them 
inevitably to the isthmus, and a settlement was 
established ns early ns liiOS. This town, which was 
culled Antigua, was the first European settlement on 
the mainland of America and was established a hun- 
dred ycnrs before the discovery of Manhattan Island 
by Hendrik Hudson. The Spaniards of Antigua soon 
learned from the natives that there was n great.sea 
to the south, the line of the isthmus nt this point run- 
ning east and west. This resulted in Balboa's expe- 
dition In 1513 and the discovery of the ocenn now 
called tho Pacific, a discovery second in importance 
only to that of the first voyage of Columbus. The 
natives called the bay to which they led Balboa Pan- 
ama, the word meaning abundance of fish. 


Dream of the Spaniards.

The instant the Spaniards became satisfied that 


the land was an unbroken isthmus they conceived 
the idea of making r,n artificial waterway. The first 
survey was made in 1520, by order of King Charles 
V. of Spain, the route selected being practically the 
same as that over which the canal is now being built. 
The first survey resulted only in the building of the 
Royal Road, which for three hundred years was the 
golden trail over which the Spaniards carried the 
spoils of Peru and other South American countries. 
From time to time the Spaniards look up the caual 
project, but no actual work was ever done by them. 
After the South American countries had won their in- 
dependence from Spain various plans were set on foot

This is how it happened:— 
At the little harbor of Holland, Lake Michigan, 


there's a .wide channel about one-third of a mile long 
leading from Lake Michigan into Black Lake. 


At the Lake Michigan entrance the government 


saw fit to construct a breakwater, extending the chan- 
nel pier ends out for a considerable distance, each in 
the shape .of a letter L. The work had progressed 
somewhat on the northern arm, beginning with the 
outer end and leaving a gap of several hundred yards 
of water between the crib there and the shore. 


One morning a heavy rain stopped the work, but 


the weather cleared about ten o'clock and several 
men went out with a scow load of planks. The 
weather, however, was so rough that they soon came 
back in their launch, leaving the scow behind. 


The work should have stopped there for the day. 


But the government expects such contracts to be 
finished within a stipulated time, and the contractors 
were anxious. So later on. five men went out again 
in the gasolene launch which was moored alongside 
the scow. 


Only one of them is alive to-day. 
Early in the afternoon the wind, which had been 


blowing off land, shifted suddenly to the southward, 
and then, with a few minutes of black, direful calm, 
broke with the force of a tornado. 


.The men, hurled helter-skelter about tho crib, scram- 


bled down to the launch, but the scow, tearing loose, 
swung beam about, caught the little boat by its nose 
and pitched the stern under water. 


The raoti climbed back to the scow, and, realizing 


that the bumping thing would soon be pounded to 
pieces, started back with a rush for the breakwater. 
Three men jumped and made it; two brothers, Tom 
and Ed Bennett, hesitated. 


Jumped for Life.

"Jump! Quick!" yelled the elder brother, and Tom 


with a spring gained the breakwater. Climbing fran- 
tically up the longitudinal wall, he heard a cry1 of dis- 
tress behind him and looked back. The pitching scow 
had struck a'pile, swerved outward, and.now the in- 
tervening breech was too great for a man to clear. 


"Tom looked at.ine;" said Ed Bennett, '.'and I looked 


at him. We couldn't speak. I said to myself, 'The 
boys are tip there and I am the one who is going to 
be lost.' 'I was thinking the life saving crew would 
come out and get them." 


So they thought, poor fellows; but when the rescue 


came the following day one man had utterly disap- 
peared and the lifeless bodies of the other three were 
found jammed down iu a corner of the crib.. Ed Ben- 
nett, the man, on the scow, drifted ashore in the night

And there's Captain McA'er. of the .ill .fated .Larch- 
iuont, now biding, sad eyed and-morose, from the 
eyes of the world as mate of a Sound tugboat- The 
courts cleared him, legally, and he must keep work- 
ing, for be has a family to support. - Whether or not 
lie and others in similar plight did their moral duty 
will never be known in, this world, but I believe if 
you asked them you would find that each wishes he 
had gone down with his ship.

Ho now sits in darkness at St. Charles' College, near 
Ellicott City, and eminent physicians have said there 
is no hope. 


So far as tho fame of Father Tabb as a. poet is con- 


corned, even though be writes no more and no greater 
poems.'he is entitled to lasting fame for his brief epit- 
ome of "Evolution," which is life and the resurrection 
in itself:— 


' Out o£ the dust a shadow, 
Then, a spark; 


Out o£ the cloud a silence, 


Then, a lark: 


Out of the heart a rapture. 
Then, a pa.in: 


Out o£ tlie dead, cold ashss 
Life again! 


Just as be was about to enter the portals, in 'the 


estimation of critics, light was suddenly denied him, 
and he gropes about in darkness. May it not be that 
through his physical loss the spiritual vision will be- 
come keener?

The Case of "Melodeons" Unger

FFICIALLY on tbe Coroner's books the death 
i'f "Melodeons" Unger stands to this day 
characterized as a "suicide." He was found 
with a bullet in his head and a revolver 
clutched in his withered old hand—found 


stretched on a costly Persian rug in a bedchamber of 
his suburban mansion near—let us say near Chicago. 


The officials said he had killed himself, the while 


they looked In vain for any motive for self-destruction. 
Scrutinized for reason that be might have had for 
desiring to end bis life, the veil of mystery remained 
utterly opaque.

out, a stock explanation of the Coroner's office when 
it has nothing else to say.

Moreover. It would seem clear that be had pos-

Frozen corn or wheat cannot possibly 
gjve Its maximum service.

SUGAR BEETS FOR HORSES 


Sugar beets fed in moderate quanti- 


ties to horses, at ordinary work will 
have a beneficial effect. • The quantity 
to feed will-depend upon the animal, 
the character of. the hay and grain and 
the amount and kind of work that is 
being done. 


Some horses scour very easily - on 


beets, while others make good use of 
them. 


Horses that, .are at hard work and 


being fed loosening foods like bran 
and alfalfa hay, and horses doing a 
good deal of road work, should not b 
fed many beets. The condition of th 
bowels will help serve as a guide in 


land, due to the growth of cow peas, 
the better it will withstand drought. 


'The cow peas add hurnus to the soil, 


which' enhances Its water-holding ca- 
pacity. The fact that the soil becomes 
more porous also makes it possible to 
form a better dust mulch by cultiva-: 
tlon, which also increases the possi- 
bility of checking evaporation of the 
soil moisture. The rains of winter and 
early spring mostly flow off over a 
hard, crusty soil, while they sink into 
a. mellow cow pea-soil and are stored 
for the dry, hot-months of summer. 


Where cow pew are grown on steep 


land Which has' a tendency to wash, the 
stubble, if allowed-to stand unplowed 
until spring, will check the washing to 
a considerable extent, though not to 
the • extent • that. some other crops do. 
Even after plowing under the peas 
the'soil will not wash so much as it 
would if the cow.;peas were not there. 
The.fact that the soil is mellow and 
loose allows the .water to'soak in?in- 
stead of washing off, thus holding the 
soil in place. 


If the cow peas are to be' pastured 
o hogs (a profitable disposition to 


During the years when corn brought 


a. very low price cattle feeding could 
be conducted on very loose princivles 
and still pay fair profits, hut condi- 
'ions-have since changed and methods 
must be varied to meet the now con- 
ditions in beef production.
